March Enters 


March, the spring month, has come. A 
light:fall-of snow and the sound of wind 
which blew for a while on Sunday herald- 
ed the advent of the period which sees 
the close of winter. Its entry. was gentle 
and lamblike: re 

This winter. has been both violent and 
mild, at times intensely cold and at other 
times fairly warm with bright days. 

Snow fell with annoyingly little regard 
for those who kept the streets cleared and 
formed a mass of hard snow and finally 
ice which have troubled pedestrians and 
drivers of motor cars, 

But in spite of this the turn of the 
weather has been favorable and what 
seemed a month and more ago as indica- 
tions of possible flood conditiong in the 
spring break-up do not.now look threat- 
ening but rather favorable to the usual 
breaking-up of the ice which ig without 
mishap or inconvenience except to,a few. 
Great floods are rare. occurrences, often 
many years separated, the last one being 
seven years ago, when the freshet was 
hastened by the steady downpour of rain 
before the snow had sufficient opportun- 
ity to melt. Mild spells and then freeze- 
ups this year have so: far prevented the 
thaw getting to a stage that might threat- 
en. The rain latterly ‘has been very light 
which is a good sign. 


Wholesale -Murders by. Nazis 

Germany’ is the nation which stands 
apart ag that which’has‘in.a time of high 
civilization\resorted to the most foul acts 
recorded in history. Over three million 
persons in Nazi-held Europe have been 
executed or have © died -in prison, which 
means murdered by -the German occupa- 
tion authorities: This is on the basig of 
German.reports which would not tell ithe 
whole awful truth: “ Of these two and a 
half million were committed in Poland, 
where a deliberate attempt to eradicate 
the Polish race and particularly the Jews 
has been undertaken by the Nazis. 

There have been savage races which 
have slaughtered thousands in other days, 
among them Attila and his Huns, but on 
no such wide scale has murder been com- 
mitted nor in so foul and fiendish a 
manner for these modern murders were 
done inthe cold blood of government 
policy.: The leaders of Germany cannot 
shake their heads and declare that these 
acts were contrary to their authority for 
they have been committed under author- 
ity of men who rank high in Nazi circles. 

Through these awful crimes the terror 
that is Nazism is seen in its true light.

Cologne Again Battered 

Cologne which suffered the heaviest 
air bombing of the war of all the German 
industrial centreg has again been pounded 
by Allied aircraft with a five-hundred- 
plane raid. The weight of pounding by 
the R.A.F. months ago on Cologne in the 
raid of one thousand planes will never be 
forgotten for it showed the might of the 
British air force. which had gained super- 
jority over the Goering air fleet. 

Today there are vast undertakings. 
Earlier in the war it, would have seemed 
impossible had one predicted 2,000 sorties 
in two days for a total of one and a half 
million miles over enemy. territory and yet 
that ig exactly what happened last week. 

There is one form in which the Allied 
punishment in a_ military way is being 
visited upon German and Nazi-held bases, 

In the raid on Cologne,Friday night the 
bombs used were two-ton and four-ton 
block-busters. : 

Hitlerite Gane which never expect- 
ed such Allied power in the air now 
realizes what is impending when the full 
strength is used upon Germany. Yet they 
do not know the true measure of the 
blows which’ will be -struck when the 
United Nations’ blows are timed to strike

These are the words of the citation 
announcing the award ‘of. the V.C. to 
Flight Sergt, Rawdon Hume ‘Middleton, 
of the Roya; Australian Air Force, who is 
missing. It ig the first V.C. to be won by 
the R.A.A.F;, says the London Daily Mail. 

Flight Sergt. Middleton, who was 27, 
was captain and first pilot of a Stirling 
sent to attack the Fiat works at Turin one 
night last September. Great difficulty 
was found in climbing, to 12,000 ft, to 
cross the Alps. “aan ‘ 

This caused such a drain on his fuel 
that he found he would have barely 
enough to bring the plane home, -) 

But he went on to Turin and even dived 
to 2,000 ft, to identify the target, despite 
the difficulty of regaining height. 


* * * 


Three flights were made over Turin at 
this low altitude before the target was 
identified. Shells from light A.A. guns 
burst around the Stirling. 

A hole ‘was blown in one of the wings, 
making thé plane difficult to control. 
Then a shell. shattered the windscreen 
and burst in on the cockpit. 

A piéce of shell splinter tore into the 
side of Flight. Sergt. Middleton’s face, 
destroying hig right eye and exposing the 
bone over the eye. He was probably 
wounded in the body or legs. 

The second: pilot received woundg in 
the head and both legs, which bled pro- 
fusely, and the wireless operator was 
wounded in the leg. 

Flight Sergt. Middleton became uncon- 
scious, and the Stirling dived to 800 ft 
before the second pilot could get it under 
control again. He took it up to 1,500 ft. 
and dropped his bombs. 


_ The flak was coming up all the time 
and the Stirling was hit many .times. The 
three gunners replied continuously . . . 
then the rear turret was put out of action. 

Flight Sergt. Middleton had now recov- 
ered consciousness, and when clear of the 
target ordered the gecond pilot back to 
receive first aid, - 

He went, but, before it was completed, 
insisted on returning to the cockpit, as the 
captain could see very little and ¢owld 
speak only with loss of bloodyand great 
pain. J 

Course was set for base. 

The crew now faced an Alpine crossing 
and homeward flight in a damaged air- 
craft with insufficient fuel. 

After four hours the French coast was 
reached, and here the Stirling, flying at 
6,000 ft., was once more hit by fierce 
light anti-aircraft fire. 

Flight Sergt. Middleton was stil] at the 
controls, and mustered sufficient strength 
to take evasive action. 

They crossed the Channel. Now there 
Was only enough fuel for five minutes’ 
flying.

Flight Sergt. Middleton ordered the 
crew to bale out while he flew parallel 
with the coast for a few miles, after 
which he intended to head out to sea. 

Five left safely. Two remained to help 
Flight Sergt. Middleton. They were the 
front gunner and flight engineer—Sergt. 
J.E. Jeffrey, of Parkstone, Dorset and 
Sergt. J. W. MacKie of Alva, Clackman- 
nanshire. :

110 YEARS AGO 


You may not have been bothered with 
ration books had you lived in Wellington 
or any other small community in Prince 
Edward County, or Hastings for that 
matter, in the year 1833 but you would 
have paid 96 cents for a pound of tea. 
Three pounds of sugar would have cost 
“fone and ninepence” or roughly 14c the 
pound, and your tobacco 24¢-the pound. 

Evidence of these prices ‘ig seen on a 
well-preserved grocery bill issued in that 
year by one Thomas McMahon. to Henry 
Ainsworth. Descendants of both these 
pioneers live in the sister counties. The 
paper on which the account is written is 
remarkably well preserved, its penman- 
ship in the bold flowing hand of that 
period, and its figures clear and legible. 
It was found’ in the papers of the late 
Mrs, Calista Bonter, former)store owner, 
who conducted business in the village of 
Wellington for a number of years prior to 
her death a few years ago. 

Alj quotations are given in pounds, 
shillings and pence, the monetary system 
in vogue in Canada over a century ago and 
each item is carefully listed and quoted 
with marginal totals neatly carried out. 

Some of the items listed include a cake 
of soap 3d (6c); one cradle scythe, 7s, 
{$1.68}; 144 pound pepper, 5d (10c), and 
a pound of nails 514d or 11 cents. 

The ladies in those days bought loaf 
sugar at 9d or 18c the pound; a yard of 
calico for 4d or 12c; a spool of thread for 
Sd or 10c and six cups and saucers for 
Is 4d or 32c; gingham cost 1s 5d a yard 
or 34c. A fur cap is quoted at 8s 9d or 
$1.80. “Lights” or, we imagine, large 
panes of glass, were priced at 1s 10d 
each or 44 cents. Many other items are 
included.

Knox Sees'No Evidence 
\Of U-Boat ‘Increase 
In Atlantic Ocean 


‘Washington, March 3 — (AP) — 
Navy Secretary Frank Knox ques- 
tioned today whether aerial bomb- 
ings of German submarine bases 
along the northern cuvast of France 
are doing direct damage to the U- 
boats holed up there between for- 
ays into the Atlantic. 

Knox, estimating the enemy has 
300 to 400 submarines presently 
available, told g press conference he 
is unable to say how effective the 
bombing attacks are “in direct 
hits” and emphasizel that “some 
of the stalls (in which the sub- 
marines are kept) are heavily pro- 
tected.” 

Asked whether there is any evi- 
dence of an increase in the U-boat 
force now on active operations 
against Allied shipping in the At- 
lantic, he replied-there is no such 
evidence. and said the Atlantic 
situation “has been pretty stable 
lately.” 

He added. “that doesn't mean 
they can’t increase — I think they 
have 300 ta 400 subs available.”

Bridging the Atlantic 

North Africa eyentually may play 
& major part in feeding Europe,

That's why the 
American people have their fingers 
crossed, because they realize that 
Franco 1s no friend of democracy 
and that only a month after the 
North African landings he took 
pains in a public speech to reiden- 
tify his falangist regime with the 
Nazi regime in Germany and the 
Fascist regime in Italy — his pals 
who made him what he is and to 
whom he still owes a big debt, 

Wooden Guns and Nolse 

The disclosure last week that 
wooden guns, manned by dummy 
soldiers, had been mounted on the 
Capitol buildings in Washington 
took this reporter back to the early 
days of the blitz on London when 
the ground defences of the big city 
were, to put it mildly, not on a par 
with its defences in the air. The 
first few rails on London produced 
low rumbles of gunfire and the 
people started to kick. 

“Where is our barrage?” they de- 
manded to know. 

The Army replied by wheeling all 
sorts of guns Into London. Any- 
thing that would make a nolse, and 
letting My with everything as soon 
as the German ralders came close. 

“Ah! Listen to our barrage to- 
night.” was the new and trium- 
phant tune in the air-raid shelt- 
ers. The nolse was a comfort. 

It always has been this reporter’s 
conrviction's that some of those guns 
in those early days fired blanks, 
just to make a noise. I do know 
that big naval guns were spotted 
along the Thames embankment, 
with about as much chance of hit- 
ting a high-flying aircraft as a 
child's airgun, But they made a lot 
of nolse and comforted the people 
huddled together In the shelters.

There was a Nazi whine when a Ger- 
man said a few days ago over the 
broadcast from Berlin which had been 
bombed, that “it was enough to make 

people sick.at . the stomach to hear of 

bombers carrying two-ton and even four- 
ton bombs.” But the Germans did not fee] 
this sickness at the stomach when 
Goering’s airmen bombed London and its 
 _homes and shrines, there was none of the 
sickness heard of when Coventry was 
treated to a brutal Hun raid. Now Ger- 
many has lost air superiority with no 
hope of ever regaining it, while that of 
the United Nations is mounting steadily. 
So the German realizes what is to come 
and he feels-sick at heart. In other days 
what Britishers' thought did not upset his 
peace of mind but rather cheered him. 
The same speaker threatened that New 
York, Boston and Washington might 
possibly be bombed. 
Germany’s record for indiscriminate 
bombings ranges over Europe from 
I: Poland across to Coventry, it includes the 
: . terrible brutality of the Nazi bombing of 
Rotterdam in the Netherlands, Hitler was 
certain of himself in those days and so he 
i cared not but for himself, but when 
retribution comes home to Berlin and 
German cities there is whimpering and 
whining.

About the year 1488, in the small 
Yorkshire village of Knaresborough, 
legend tells us that a child was born and 
given the name of Ursula Southill. 
writes Stewart Robb in an exchange. 

“Her entry into the world,” writes her 

first biographer. Richard Head, in 1667, 
“was such a terror to all that beheld her 
that several credible persons then present 
did confess that they never beheld the 
like.” 
Such “strange and horrible  roises” 
attended her birth, the biographer contin- 
ues, that the neighbors were almost 
frightened away. By the time the child 
had grown up and acquired the name 
“Mother Shipton.” it was firmly believed 
that she was a child of the devil. Her very 
appearance marked her for a witch, 

Mother Shipton played her witch’s role 
to the hilt. Attributed to her are some of 
the most remarkable prophesies ever 
handed down from one generation to an- 
other, It is undeniable that many proph- 
ecies, written in the same kind of dog- 
gerel as the originals, were falsely attri- 
buted to her and came along after her 
death. Even so, it is remarkable how 
many of them were borne out centuries 
later. 

For instance: 

“An ape shal] appear in a leap year 

That shall put all womankind in fear; 
And Adam's make shall be disputed, 
And Roman faith shall be uprooted, 

In nineteen hundred thirty-six 

Build houses light with straw and. sticks, 
For then shal] mighty wars be planned, 
And fire and sword shall sweep the land.” 

Hitler came to power in the Reichstag 
elections of 1982 (a leap year!) and pro- 
ceeded to uproot Roman faith and lower 
woman's status in Germany to that of pro- 
ducing cannon-fodder, That he has since 
“put all womankind in fear" is hardly to 
be disputed. Simultaneously, he seeks 
to displace Christianity entirely with 
German paganism. . é

that Hitler cast off the final ‘restrictions 
of the peace treaties, marched into the 
Rhineland, and began drawing up the 
blueprints for World War II. ;

Fast Ships and U-Boats 


(From the London Times) 

Admiral Sir Hugh Tweedie: The 
antidtte to the U-boat attack ts 
speed. A ship stopped is a 100 per 
cent target. A ship whose speed 
through the water equals to speed 
of the torpedo would be immune. 
Between these two extremes is a 
speed below which we cannot af- 
ford to build. A 10-knot ship giv- 
ing an average convoy speed of six 
knots is too extravagant. At such 
speed destruction will probably al- 
ways outrun construction. 

Seventeen knots is probably the 
minimum speed we can afford and 
there are grave difficulties in build- 
ing quickly even up to that mini- 
mum. The difficulties must be 
overcome if we are to stop the sub- 
marine preventing us from winning 
the war in a reasonable time.

In the first place they must take 
the St. John Ambulance Association 
courses in first ald and home nurs- 
ing. Then they will be eligible for 
membersnip in a nursing division.

V.A.D."s. 

Before a girl is accepted, she 
must be medically fit, in Category 
*a” or “B". She must be free 
from family responsibilities. The 
V.A.D.’s, once they start training, 
{gli into three classes: Class “A”, 
who hold their first aid and home 
nursing certificates and besides that 
have 249, hours’ hospital experience; 
Class “B”, with certificates and 80 
hours’ hosnital experience; and 
Class “C” with only the certificates, 

in Hospital Work 

In civilian. hospitals V-A.D. 

ining is in two courses, one lead- 
ine to Class “A”, the other to Class 
“B™. While in hospital a V.A.D. 
{is entirely under the direction of 
the nursing staff and is subject to 
the fegulations of the’ hospital. 
+ V.A.D.’s who serve with the Can- 
adian army must also be a member 
of the St. John Ambulance Nurs- 
ing Division or hold St. John Am- 
bulance certificates. They must be 
British subjects between the ages 
of 21 and 40, medically fit and with 
no dependent children. 

In rank. they follow the R.C.A. 
MLC. nursing sisters. But before 
they become bona fide. V.A-D.’s 
they must serve a probatjonary per- 
fod of three months, Once they: 
enlist they have agreed to serve for 
the duration in Canada and abroad. 
V.A.D.’s are subject to the same 
discipline as the nursing sisters and 
are under the contro} of the mat- 
ron or senior nursing sister. 

A V.A.D:, who has served less 
than a year is not allowed to mar- 
Ty. without permission from the di- 
rector-general of Medical Services, 
either overseas or. in Canada. 
V.A.D.'s get free and den- 
tal care. While in as none 
of them live in hospitals, they re- 
celve a subsistence allowance cf 
31.70 a day with $10. monthly for 
incidental expenses and $5 for 
laundry. V-A.D.’s serving with the 
R.C.A.M.C. outside Canada are to 
be paid salaries not exceeding $3. 
a day.

When 2a V.A.D. is attested she 
recelves $100 to buy her uniform 
with an extra $50 at the end of 
one year’s service. The uniform 
consists of the uniform of the nur- 
sing service to which the V.A.D.

There is some merit in Justice 
Dennistoun's submission, but in ad- 
dressing a judge as “Your. lord- 
ship.” he is not being given a title 
at all. It is merely a form of ad- 
dress. A magistrate is “Your wor- 
ship,” a county judge is “Your 
honor,” and it follows that some 
higher form of address must be at- 
tached to'a member of the King’s 
Bench. ‘The reason why a judge is 
thus addressed goes back to early

“We shall decide some time in 
1943 or 1944 whether to plant the 
seeds for World War No, 3," Wal- 
lace said In a broadcast 
address at the opening of*@ con- 
ference on “Christian of 
World Order” 
University. 

“That war will be certain if we 
allow Prussia to rearm either ma- 
terially or psychologically,” the vice- 
president said. “That war will be 
provable in case we double-cross 
Russia. That war will be prob- 
able if we fail to demonstrate that 
we can furnish: full employment 
after this war comes to an end and 
Fascist interests motivated iargely 
by ant!-Russian bias gets control 
of our government. 

“Uniess the western democracies 
and Russia come to a satisfactory 
understanding before the war ends, 
I very much fear that World War 
No. 3 will be inevitable. Without 
& close and trusting understand- 
ing between Russia and the Unit- 
ed States, there is grave probabil- 
ity of Russia and Germany sooner 
or later making common cause.” 

“I¢ the western democracies fur- 
nish full employment and expand- 
ing production, they have no fear 
of @ revival of old-line Communis- 
tic propaganda from within,” after 
the war, (Wallace said.

This astonishing information 
was given by a man who escaped from 
the erstwhile centre of European night 
life a few weeks ago, to a British news- 
paper correspondent, 

The Black Marketers, the escapee 
related, are the only people who have 
money to spend and the desire to spend it. 

Paris is still Paris'for those who wish 
ta go about, and is still quite gay. “There 
are fashionable restaurants full of pretty 
women, and, in Montmartre and Mont- 
parnasse, there are theatres, music-halls, 
and cabarets, ~ 

Most of these have fairly crowded 
audiences every night. News telegrams 
talk of the curfew, but the people who 
frequent the Ritz, the Scribe, or Maxim’s 
Bar or the cabarets, have special “night 
permits” from.the Germans. That ig the 
specialty of this strange new society— 
that all of them are in close contact with 
Germans, both military and civilian. 

Actually, the number of people who 
move round the fashionable bars, dress- 
makers’, restaurants and theatres does 
not amount to more than 6,000. And 
many of these are German military 
officers or civilian administrators most of 
whom have now brought their families to 
Paris to avoid air raids. 

The rea} French—and, above all, the 
sober French bourgeoisie and the French 
aristocracy, with one or two regrettable 
exceptions — are entirely missing from 
this loose-living crowd. ; 

There are one or two new fashionable 
bars. The best known is that opened by 
Georges Carpentier under the name of 
the St. James-Bar, in the Avenue Mon- 
taigne. 

Among restaurants frequented by the 
new French “Cafe Society” are the old 
Tour d’Argent and the Laperouse, whose 
owner, Topolinski, has forgotten his 
Polish origin and his British friends and 
specializes in swagger dinners for the 
German General Staff and for the chiefs 
of the Black Market. 

Maxim’s has been for the past two 
years the great centre of most Black 
Marketers, but it is now in the hands of 
the decorators, and is to be a new club 
for German officers who work in the 
Place de la Concorde buildings, all of 
which are reserved for the German 
Naval Staff, : 

Another fashionable new restaurant 
much frequented by the Black Marketers 
is the Chantaco in the Rue de la Pompe, 
in the quarter where formerly so many 
British and Americans lived. 

Lunch in this new Paris ig at one 
o’clockg dinner - at about eight, and the 
bars and cabarets stay open till two a.m. 
for those who are friendly. 

It is fortunate that the gay-timerg have 
plenty of money, because lunch for one, 
an average, ordinary pre-war lunch, costs 
about 1,000 francs, 

Dinner for one, with coffee and liqueur 
costs about 1,500 but prices are vague 
and change constantly.

Soviet System of Waging War, 
Praised by Front-Line Observers 





Here is the first account of 
official American observations on 
the Russian front, written by Ma- 
jor John C. Henry, of the United 
States Air Transport Command, 
formerly White House reporter 
for the Washington Star, The 
Associated Press brings you his 
story as published in Alr Force, 
official service Journal. 


(By MAJOR JOHN C. HENRY) 

Three United States Army offic- 
ers have been the first foreign 
observers to witness actual combat 
operations of the Soviet army, 

The group, headed by Brig.-Gen. 
Patrick Hurley, former United 
States Secretary of War, visited the 
desperately contested Don-Stalin- 
grad front early in December; tra- 
velling close behind a fast-moving 
Red Army as it sliced its way south- 
ward. Later the same official 
group went imto the Caucasus to 
another sector of this gigantic Win- 
ter offensive operation. 

Lt.-Col. Richard Park, assistant 
United States military atteche at 
Moscow, was the second member of 
the American party, I was the 
third. Gen. Hurley, visiting Mos- 
cow on a special assignment for 
President Roosevelt, arranged the 
trip to the fronts during a con- 
ference with Premier Stalm at the 
Kremlin. 


Military Reeonazissanee 


For the actual entry into Soviet 
air, the Russian Government added 


to our American crew a navigator) ers. 


and radio operator from their own 
air corps—essential assistance for 
the jump over the rugged Elourz 
Mountains and across the Caspian 
into territory where foreign planes 
without certain identifications are 
re down first and questions asked 
ter. 

And when i came time for us to 
leave Moscow for the journey into 
combat areas, we transferred into 
a Russian-built plane piloted by a 
Zi-year-old captain wearing two 
Red Army decorations for bomber 
and parachute service earlier in the 
war. Agcound us throughout our 
travels in the combat zones were 
fighter escorts, usually eight in 
number, and our altitude seldom 
exceeded 300 feet. More often it 
was 100 fect as we hedge-hopped 
over houses, haystacks and great 
forests of white birches that break 
the snow-covered 

Neither section of our trip up to 
the fighting lines was a sightsee- 
ing expedition; they were military 
reconnalssances in which every 
pertinent fact was laid out by the 
commanding generals of a great of- 
fensive operation for the critical 
scrutiny of the officers of an Al- 
lied army. The co-operation In 
this respect could not have been 
more complete if we had been ob- 
servers with our own forces. 

The campaign which we reviewed 
in the Stalingrad sector was pains- 
takingly planned. ‘Tactics which 
had worked well for the enemy were 
reviewed and with mo- 
difications ‘or improvements into 
the Soviet battle plan. Great 
dumps of supplies were established 
at the safest cofivenient points. 


With Young Officers 
Every facility for transport of the 


day-to-day needs of an attacking 
army was pressed into service—air- 


raft, railroads, motor trucks, ox- 


sarts.and even sleighs, Manpower 
was assembled in generous quant!- 
ties and the responsibility for lead- 
ership and execution placed in the 
hands of young officers whose 
knowledge of war had been gained 
in the field since June, 1941. 

For obvious reasons, much that 
we saw and heard in this campaign 
must not be told publicly at this 
time. On the. other hand, prev- 
fous Soviet policy of permitting no 
forelgn: observers, either Aliied or 
neutral, has created great mystery 
around actual front-line operations 
of. the Red army. The iifting of 
this yell in the case of the Don- 
Stalingrad offensive was a substan- 
tlal gesture toward more ‘complete 
American-Soviet co-operation . and 
co-ordination of effort. 

Briefly, the Soviet battle plan 
called for the drive of a spearhead 
army due southward from Serafl- 
movich on the bank of the Don, 
with a pivot at Kletzkaya and {ur- 
ther advance southeastward to an- 


other crossing of the winding riv- 
er. In the vicinity of the railroad 
line between Stalingrad and Kal- 
ach, junction was to be effected 
with two armies that had started 
westward from just south of Stal- 
ingrad and wheeled in a northerly 
direetion for the closing of the pin- 
cers, 

Protecting the spearhead army 
from the north was another army 
on its west flank, employing the 
River Chir as its front against the 
Axis forces, and still another army 
on the east flank, with the task of 
cleaning out all enemy forces with- 
in the Don elbow between Kletz- 
kaya and Peskovatka, - 


Merciless = Effietency ' 


Almost to the mile and to the 
minute this program wes carried 
out, Although preliminary opera- 
tions early In November had estab- 
Ushed the spearhead army at a 
good starting point between Sera- 
fimovich and Kletekaya, the real 
push took place in a crowded four 
days late in the month. 

When this 96-hour span was com- 
pleted, the toughest fighting divis- 
fon of the spearhead army had 
joined hands almost due west of 
Stalingrad with units from the two 
southern armies, the clean-up job 
inside the Don elbow had been done 
with merciless efficiency, the west- 
ern seemed securely covered 
at the Chir, and roughly a score 
of enemy divisions re encircled 
between the Don Volga Riv-’ 


At the furthest point of our own 
advance we were stationed with the 
division that had effected the junc- 
tion between the north and south 
Red forces, and had then wheeled 
westward to hammer at the entrap- 
ped Axis forces. 

Veterans of 15 months of steady 
fighting, for 12 days and nights In 
the forefront of this offensive, this 
division typified the best that could 
have been found in any army. 
Their morale was high. The men 
were getting two hot meals daily 
and a third hot or cold. 

In the path of this army that 
had carried the brunt of the offen- 
sive southward and eastward we 
found all the vestiges of violent 
conflict, or death with suffering, or 
defeat and victory. 


Trophy dumps were piled high 
with rifles, bayonets, boots, helmets. 
Dispersed in parks were captured 
artillery pieces, much of it mod- 
ern Azis-made ordnance, tanks and 
tank destroyers. At two captured 
airfields were wrecks of some sixty 
Axis planes—Focke-Wuffs, Helnk- 
els, Junkers and an occasional Mes- 
serchmitt, 

At one of the fields everything 
had been caught on the ground by 
a dawn attack .of Red infantry, 
tanks and light artillery. Nearly 
8 dozen of the Axis planes were 
taken undamaged, we were told, 
and a major of the Red Air Corps, 
wearing the insignia of a Hero of 
the Soviet Union, described with 
evident pleasure how he had flown 
one of the Focke-Wuffs over Ru- 
manian positions for reconnais- 
sance. 

A great alr battle evidently had 
taken place above the second field, 
and for miles around were scatter- 
ed the remains of fighters, most of 
them marked with the Swastika. 

Already in-operation under Rus- 
siag., hands were ‘dozens of sturdy 
Axis trucks, most of them almost 
néw. Also salvaged were numer- 
ous mobilé machine shops, ambul- 
ances and radio trucks. 

During ‘the second half of our 
reconnaissance— that on the Cau- 
casus front—testimony to the ef- 
fectiveness of the Soviet’s defend- 
ing air strength was given us will- 
ingly by a half-dozen young Axis 
air force officers in prison camp up 
the Caucasus Valley.

Allin Day’s Work 
Says Lt. Cmdr. 


Toronto, March 9 — (CP) — His 
feat of clearing a German mine 
which had fouled the sweeping 
equipment of his British ship in the 
English Channel, was “alj in a day's 
work,” Lt, Cmdr. Bruce Carmall of 
Toronto sald in an interview. 

Home on leave, tne 32-year-old 
officer‘Sald: “While cicaring part of 
the Channel one day, a mine got 
fouled and our sweep lines started 
to pull out toward our ship. We 
couldn't stop for fear the mine 
would float closer and explode.” 

Unwilling to ask any of his crew 
to do the job, the officer stripped 
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off his heavy clothing, and grabbed 
the mooring Line of the mine. Then, 
carefully slipping along the rope 
through the ice water, he approach- 
ed the mine with an axe strapped 
to his baok. 

“Great care was necessary to 
avoid touching the points of the 
mine,” he sald. “After several at- 
tempts the cable was severed and I 
got back to the ship.” 

But the commander thinks the 
toughest part of a minesweeper's 
Job is to bring in a new-type enemy 
mine for examination. 

“When “we get a new one.” he 
sald, “We mustn't destroy it. This 
ls tough. I have often swung out to 
such a mine and fastener a rope 
around jt. Then it was dragged back 
to port for examination. New types 
are found quite often and we must 
be able to distinguish them at a 
glance.”

Warns Against ‘Danger of Meddling’ 
With Plans For 8,200,000U.S. Army. 


Washington, March 10—(AP)— 
Warning against “the danger of 
meddling” with the program for an 
army of 8.200000, War Secretary 
Henry Stimson urges greater effi- 
clency in industry rather than re- 
duction in the size of the United 
States Armed Forces. 

An attitude of “trying to win the 
war In some easy manner and with- 
out too much sacrifice,” he said in 
a radio address last night, has been 
responsible for much of the criti- 
cism directed against the size of the 
army. 

“The various critics who today 
are asking that we should slow up 
he said, 
“fall to realize the far-reaching ef- 
fect of interruption.” 

To curtail the size of the army 
would interrupt the process for 








training forces, and in turn, he 
said, would disrupt the plan for 
winning the war. 

“Plan and process are tied to- 
gether,” he continued. “The plan 
contemplates a succession of care- 
fully-directed blows at our enemies. 
The size and character of these 


blows. and the aggregate forces 
bates 9 are necessary have been 
ully thought out, Just as our 


present offensives are being car- 
tied out by men who have been

Mutual Understanding and Trust 

That Britain-and the United States are 
delivering the’ goods to Russia in volume 
and that the Russian people know it and 
appreciate the aid they are receiving is 
the statemen of Henry C. Cassidy, AP 
correspondent in Russia throughout the 
war and now on a_ visit to the United 
States on leave. He was surprised when 
arriving home in the United States to 
hear some comment that “the Russians do 
not seem to realize and appreciate the 
extent of th Allies effort to aid them.” 

To this he answers, ‘“‘They do realize it 
for every statement that President Roose- 
velt or Prime Minister Churchill hag made 
on this subject, complete with figures, 
hag been reproduced in the Soviet press 
and the: Russians are avid newspaper 
readers, Those with whom I have come in 
contact have also made clear that they 
appreciate it.” 

Cassidy a couple of days ago referred 
to the most conspicuous contribution the 
United States has made to Russia which 
he said, is in vehicles. “On the main 

. streets of Moscow, on the roads of pro- 
vincial towns, on the dirt tracks of the 
countryside. American trucks are a 
common sight. Jeepg scuttle everywhere 
from the paved highways of the rear to 
the rough fields of the front.” Again he 
notes that while the Russians’ use’ their 
heavy tanksfor major combat principally 
in the southern offensives this winter, 
“Am ntanks as: well as the British 
MathiJdas and - Valentines are doing 
service on other fronts.” He found British 
and American fighters defending some of 
the mest important points of the Soviet 
Union, including Moscow, Leningrad and 
Morinansk. The absence of Nazi raids on 
Moscow since last. April 6 is a strong 
recommendation of their efficiency, he 
stated. 3 

Yesterday Mr. Wendell Willkie re- 
ferred to some recent comments on United 
Stateg relations with Russia, which he did 
not think were either wise or correct for 
he stated “I know no Ruasian who is 
ignorant of the fact that we are helping 
Russia with materials and by our fighting 
on other fronts.”

NEXT WINTER 


RE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
and even flooring to keep warm in this winter's sub-zero weather? 


Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
gh? 


In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

‘The shortage already bas affected many communities sz: total stocks of 
dey wood are nearly exhausted . .. in some places the small supply of green 
wood cat next winter is being used wow to meet the present emergency: - 

Throughout most of Canads, fael-wood is obtained not far from where itis 
consumed. Its production and distribation are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the fall co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engeged 
in its production and distribution: To this end, the followiog measures 
will be adopted: 


1A subsidy of $1.00 per. cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before | 
Jane 30, 1943, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 


® The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract’ for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. Io order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies: 


Controller will repurchase from dealers st dealer's 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers’ 
hands as st May 31, 1944.

would be remedied privately.” 

The Richellu and other French 
warships arrived in United States 
waters from Dakar last month. 
Within a few days of thelr arrival 
members of the crews, on obtaining 
shore leave, began enlisting With 
the Fighting French and were sent 
to Canada for transfer to Britain 
and service in Fighting French war- 
ships. Desertions from the Rich- 
clicu alone were reported to be 
fromy15 to 20 a day with the num- 
ber of absentees reaching a total 
of more than 300. 


Giraud Mission Makes Request 


The roundup of French sailors 
was reported to have been under- 
taken at the request of the naval 
mission of Gen. Giraud, recognized 
by Britain and the United States 
as French leader in North Africa.

Rommel’s’ Positions

The noon communique as 
ed by the London Soviet 
Monitor described the battle 
Kharkov thus:

Lessons of Salvage 

Canadians turned in forty-one tons of 
shaving cream, tooth paste and other 
collapsible tubes in the past six months 
to recover over 14 tons of tin. The tubes 
had been gent to thirteen smelters where 
the tin wag recovered for use in war pro- 
duction. 

‘ What this has meant is worth notice. 
250 tubes provide enough tin required for 
a Bolingbrooke bomber. With the equiv- 
alent of tin from one ointment tube re- 
quired to line 20 soldiers’ bottles, it is 
estimated that the water canteens being 
used by soldiers in Libya and Egypt 
absorbed a month’s total salvage. © 

From the province of Quebec, the tube 
collection was 17,346 pounds or almost 
nine tons, which on smelting realized 
5,555 pounds of tin. 

Residents of ‘the Montreal district 
collected, it is said, enough to furnish 

‘ almost enough tin to aid in the completion 
of 750 engines for bomber planes, - 

With such facts and figures in mind 
Canadians can gather some idea of the 
wealth that lies in salvage of all kinds in 
war days, When everyone in the nation 
collects salvage it is not only preserving 
wealth which would otherwise be lost, 
but it is also saving precious materials 
and metals which wealth could not buy 
because they are scarce,

Fain led the child back to the car, 
then searched for the girls whom he 
easily located, huddled in terror not 
far from the road.

The bright head- 
lights picked out the inert bodies 
of his victims, but the killer by- 
passed them without a word or a 
quiver. 


As though their torture for one 
night had not been enough, the fiend 
announced to the two girls that 
they were to accompany, him on a 
visit to Clayton Wells— 


“Wells is trying to cross me,” he 
fumed, “Well, those two back there 
tried it—Wells will get the same! - 
He's not going to marry you, 
Myrtle!” 

{But the preacher reckoned with-. 
out the superb courage and power- 
ful physique of his prospective son- 
inlaw. When he reached Wells’ 
cabin and demanded entrance, the 
door opened and Fain quickly found 
himself in the viselike grip of a 
younger, stronger man.

This was the tragic story that 
Sheriff Massingham was able to 
compose from the statements of his 
many visitors. It was the strange 
tale of a man for whom time had 
swung the pendulum of life from 
one extreme to the other; from 
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Red-haired, vivacious Beulah Evans, 
18, above, worked as housekeeper for 
Preacher Fain, and paid with her life 
when, she sought other employment.

Subsequent incarceration and sol- 
itude brought no redemption for 
this former preacher. At his trial, 
in February 1937, Fain swore that 
he saw O'Dell shoot the girl; and 
that when he tried to wrest the gun 
from O'Dell the youth was acci- 
dentally shot. 

This fabrication was exploded by 
his own nine-year-old son who, when 
placed on the stand by the State, 
described how his father mercilessly 
shot into Beulah Evans’ prostrate 
figure. 

The jury found the prisoner 
guilty of the first degree murder of 
Loren O'Dell. But they tacked onto

Strikes—The most important item of piling up good bowling scores 
If a woman bowler can strike, she gets a 
gteater premium in pins and avoids difficult splfts, many of which are 
next to impossible to pick up. 

All bowlers know that the best way to get a strike is to contact the 
pins at the 1-3 pocket with a working ball, one that will scatter pins, 
The straight ball boxler aims directly at the 1-3 pocket. The hook 
ball bowler alms at the three pin, expecting her ball to nook into the 1-3 

























here that accuracy of aim with a working ball 
will get more pins than a speed ball, which misses the 1-3 pocket and 
isn't working when it hits the pins. Great strength doesn’t mean half 
as much in good bowling as does control and accuracy of aim. 

The speed ball, as we pointed out before, usually sweeps through the 
the fallen pins into the pit.

i WHAT PLAN CALLS FOR 

‘The plan calls for National Health Insurance, revised Unemployment 
Insurance, Children’s Allowances, extended Old Age and Retirement 
Pensions, and funeral grants. 

It also proposes an outlay of a second $1,000,000,000 during the first 
year afters the war on works projects designed to fill the: gap between 
demobilization and restoration of the national economy to a peace dasts. 

‘All this, the report says, can be done on half the present war-ex- 

- panded Federal budget, 

Here are the main suggestions;

Report Praised by Minister 


Pensions Minister Mackenzie des- 
cribed the heagerty report as “un- 
doubtedly the most comprehensive 
report on health insurance ever 
compiled in this or any other coun- 
try” in submitting it to the House of 
Commons social security: committee 
yesterday. 

It is comprehensive both in time 
and space for It traces the efforts of 
human society to provide security 
and for its members back to ancient 
times and reviews existing health 
Insurance schemes throughout the 


world, finding Soviet Russia's 


scheme the most complete of all. 
The first health insurance measure 
of the modern world, it reports, was 
introduced in Germany by Prince 
Bismarck in the last century. 

Hundreds of statistical tables on 
deaths, sickness, births and other 
material In Canada and in other 
countries are included. 

Canada’s natural increase of pop- 
ulation was 34.17 from 1911 to 1921, 
the report sald, 18.08 from 1921 to 
1931 and 10.89 per cent from 1931 to 
1941. 

Costa Rica Highest 

Comparing Canada's 1937 rate of 
natural increase of 9.6 per cent with 
other countries the reports placed 
Costa Rica high with a rate of 24 
per cent and France and Austria low 
with rates fractionally on the minus 
side, Rates in other listed countries 
were: Japan, 13.6; Italy, 8.7; Aus- 
tralia, 8; Germany, 7.1; United 
States, 6.8; United Kingdon, 2.7. 

Among Canadian provinces Que- 
bec showed the heaviest natural in- 
crease on the basis of the 10 
Canadian rate of 11.7.

Gen. McNaughton, 
the Canadian Army, dec!

for the British as well as our own.” 
He paid tribute to the work of the 
engineers and emphasized the value 
of tests which were thade in 
co-operation with armor, mechanize 
ed forces and infantry. 

Large Amount of Aircraft 

The manoeuvres were not only the 
largest ever held in Britain, but 
they brought out the dargest number 
of aircraft ever to be engaged in 
such a course. For a week Britain's 
southern skies were thick by day 
with aircraft of numerous types, re- 
{connalssance, fighter and light 
bomber which landed at night to 
make room for heavy bombers bound 
for European targets. 

Gen. McNaughton said the exer- 
cises, conducted under spartan con- 
@itions in which the troops lives in 
the open, were “the finest training 
the armies of both sides ever had.”

McNaughton’s force was opposed 
by one commanded by Lt.-Gen. J. A.

Another matter of immediate im- 
portance. Why cannot the Prov- 
ince of Ontario have a system of 
State Hospitalization? I know I'll 
be met with the same old argument, 
“Oh, it will come sometime but !: 
is not feasible at present”. Why 
not? I see no reason why this gor- 
ernment cannot introduce a Bill 
bringing this into affect immediate- 
ly, The expense of Hospitalization 
in this Province is prohibifive. 
Many of our citizens have lost 
their homes and Ifetime savings 
through the cost of furnishing nec- 
essary Hospitalization to members 
of the family, On the other side 
of the picture how many lives have 
been lost through lack of funds to 
obtain the required Hospitalization? 
This fs a matter that this House 
can deal with, I say deal with it 
now.

His deeds on service have been an in- 
spiration to the people of Canada and to

Canada lost one of the great men 
who has. been at the forefront of her 
development in the twentieth century, Sir 
Edward Beatty, president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway from 1918 until his 
retirement not long ago from the office 
which he had filled with-such honor and 
distinction, As head of one of the great 
railway lines of the world he was in a 
unique position to watch and promote the 





. development of Canada. He came on the 


railway scene in the year 1901 at the age 
of twenty-three years after graduating 
in law and in thirteen yearg he wag chief 
counsel and company vice president. In 
1918 he became president succeeding 
Lord Shaughnessy. The time in which he 
wag at the head of the -railway was one 
of great expansion, After the first Great 
War he furthered the expansion of 
C.P.R.’s interests in railways, telegraphs, 
steamship‘ lines, and _ transatlantic liner 
service ag well ag in hotels across Canada, 
During. these years when he was so 
deeply immersed in railway management 
he also found time to .take a deep per- 
sonal interest in matters of education, 
banking and development of - the 
resources of Canada. He had been 
eagerly sought -by educational institu- 
tions, he was chancellor of Queen’s Uni- 
versity, then of McGill University and 
was associated with other institutions. 
The late Sir Edward’s life points.a 
lessofi ofthe service which the individual 
can render a nation by his tireless devo- 
tion to his duties and the multiform other 
interests which pressed upon hig time, He 
is an example of thoroughness and

RESUME DEPORTATION aoe my 
OF JEWS TO POLAND Pe ats 

Berne, March 25. (AP) — The 
Nazi-directed Vichy regime in 
France has resumed the shipment 
of Jews to Poland and elsewhere 
in Eastern Europe, a well-informed 
source said today. 

For the first time since last fall, 
when at least 1,000 forelgn Jews 
were rounded up and deported from 
the former occupied zone in 
France, themass shipments are be- 
ing renewed, said this source whose 
name may not be disclosed.

Another enemy 
attack was made on the hilly 
slopes about two miles south of Bou 
Hamran, itself 18 miles east of Gaf-

Certainly one would think that 
the North African campaign would 
have to be concluded first. 

When I was in India and China 
the Chinese thought an offensive 
was in the making. They were anx- 
lous to co-operate by attacking from 
the north, but the cold fact is that 
China won't be in a position to 
wage extensive warfare anywhere: 
until the Allies are able to deliver 
supplies of every sort. All she can 
do is try to hold her lines until ald 
comes. 

‘The British forces on thelr. part 
have been trying to improve their 
position In the Chittagong sector, 
on the northwest coast of Burma, 
by knocking out the big enemy base 
at Akyab. This base gives the Nip- 
ponese a strong position for both 
offence and defence, especially 
since it affords air fields and will 
be a thorn in the side of any inva- 
sion. 

There also have been operations 
on the northwest border of Burma 
with the idea of pushing the Ja- 
panese warplane bases farther back 
from the hazardous air-route over 
which some supplies are Nown from 
India to China.

As it is judged from here, the 
situation in the South Pacific to- 
day is that MacArthur has bitten 
off almost all the small nibbles that 
are open to him. He has taken up 
almost all the slack there {s and, 
apart from Japanese outposts in 
the Solom and at Lae and Sal- 
amaua in NeW Guinea, a major of- 
fensive {s necessary to drive the 
enemy from other bases. New 
Guinea, for instance, is flanked on 
both sides by strong Japanese forces, 
one at Rabaul, the other at Am- 
boina, both with protecting screens 
of outlying islands. 

What the next few months will 
produce {s.anyone’s guess but the 
general forecast here is a continued 
deadlock, with plenty of hard blows 
but no major moves.

Americans, most of them untried in 
battle, had this same disadvantage 
jn their attack in Tunis, They had to 
move up through highlands in the more 
weather-torn South upon battleskilled 
Nazis holding the coastal flatlands 
where the footing was better over 
the sandy soll. To get down to the 
faster, smoother surface of the plain, 
the Yanks under the command of Gen- 
eral Dwight Eisenhower, had to fight 
their way through a few narrow passes 
where the advantage lay In either good 
weather or bad with the defenders, te. 

Hence thé warnings by 
President Roosevelt and other Govern- 
ment officials of impending heavy cas- 
ualties for which the American people 
must be prepared. é 

Had perfect weather attended the 
beginning of the American army’s cam- 
paign in Tunisia the casualties could 
have been much higher. Top-+high in 
morale after the comparatively casy

The Yanks got the full benefit of 
Instruction in the art of surviving 
while killing the enemy, from the 
battle-wise Britons, Australians, Can- 
adians and French, The Yanks were 
quick to assimilate the tricks of sur- 
vival and attack, This was evident in 
the battle of Kasserine Pass. After an 
initial setback when Rommel surprised 
by moving in with heavy tmechanized 
units and overwhelming infantry, the 
Yanks quickly recovered and pushed 
Rommel's forces back, inflicting heavy. 
losses on the enemy. The British moved 
in the North, creating a diversion there. 
Pulling together in the mud they be- 
came a better team. 

Mud can be as great a common de- 
nominator as rust. 

End of the rainy season by no means 
meant clear sailing for the Americans 
and their allies, however. Rommel's 
retreat and the concentration of the 


water across the Sicilian channel far 
easier than the Allies could bring sup- 
port across the Atlantic, through the 
submarine infested Mediterranean and 


There are other climatical hazards 
in North Africa, too; sand storms, for 
example, and intolerable summer wea 


ther, 

Most North African fighting has 
taken place in winters.

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FROM COLEMAN STREET TO THE 
CAMEROONS 


In the compounds, base hospitals and 
villages in the hinterland of darkest 
Africa, wide-eyed natives will sdon be 
examining with awe and wonder a beauti- 
ful piece of embroidered work from far- 
off Canada. 

There in the jungle villages, natives of 
the Basa iribe will learn the wonder 
stories of the Bible, ‘The Parables,” from 
white missionaries through the work of 
the loving fingers of an. elderly white- 
haired lady now resident in this city. 

The lady, Mrs. Fernia Mullett, residing 
at.230 Coleman Street, has just finished 
the work, a handsome embroidered cover 
for a crib quilt, and soon it will be speed- 
ing across the world to its destination. 

The quilt carries more than beautiful 
colors and wording. In its delicately col- 
ored six irises that adorn its surface; in 
the beauty of the green maple leaves 
that etch its corners twined and inter- 
twined with one another; in the finely 
executed work of the lettering of the 
Fifteen Parables and their Biblical iden- 
tifications, is a story of love, effort and 
the memories of a life that is now on its 
sunset trail. 

Silver-haired, dark-eyed Mrs. Mullett, 
the former Fernia Clothier, and member 
of an old English family, spent one and 
one-half years of patient, loving effort 
before she finished the quilt, In it she not 
only depicted the famous Parables, but 
each stitch was a thread in the pattern 
of her life memory. Alert, lively, intensely 


Mrs. Mullett, who is in her 87th year, has 
twined in the various patternings of her 
needle and colored threads incidents and 
persons who were dear to her and who 
since have passed on, 

The quilt will be presented to the Rev. 
George S. Buckingham, Ottawa minister, 
who will in turn give it to his close friend 
and. colleague, Dr. Walter Clothier, 
African missionary, to take back with him 
to his work in the French Cameroons. 
There it will be used ag a model in a Sick 
Children’s Hospita] while the story of the 
Parables will be translated to the lang- 
uage of the Basa tribes. 

Dr. Clothier is no relative of Mrs. 
Mullett, The. similarity of the name to 
that of her own inspired her with the 
desire to do something ‘for Dr. Clothier 
and his work in Africa.
